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Lord of the Rin 


Lord of the Rings Part I

A few years ago, Ringo Starr made an appeal over 
the media to whoever owned the film rights to the 
Lord of the Rings Trilogy by J.R.R. Tolkien. “I want 
to play Sam,” he said. 


Well, Ringo isn’t playing Samwise Gamgee, but 
the film has finally come to light. Don’t rush out to 
see it. It won’t open in Utah until Dec. 20. But it is 
playing in other areas of the country and I saw it. 


The Lord of the Rings has become, over the years, a 
cult classic, then a recognized literary classic, and 
now a popular piece of adult fantasy. In all this time 
some of its numerous readers have looked eagerly 
forward to a visual translation of the epic tale of good 
vs. evil, magic and heroic courage. Others have fer- 
vently hoped it would never happen, as the scope of 
detail and imagery in the books themselves could 
never be properly put into a visual medium. 


The first attempt was a 90-minute TV special by 
Rankin-Bass based on The Hobbit, a complete book 
in itself, and also a preface to the trilogy. The reac- 
tions to the attempt to bring Tolkien to life was met 
with more negative than positive responses. It ap- 
peared that Tolkien was too much for television or 
movies to handle. 


Then comes Fantasy Films in the form of Saul 
Vaentz, producer, and Ralph Bakshi, director. 
Together they have created a 2-hour, 14 minute 
animated film that covers, not the whole Trilogy, but 
the first book and a half. 


“The Lord of the Rings,” Part One, tells the story 


of Frodo Baggins, the One Ring, and its fellowship 
from Frodo’s leaving the Shire with Sam to the defeat 
of Saruman the White at Helm’s Deep and Frodo’s 
and Sam’s beginning journey into Dark Mordor un- 
der the guidance of Gollum. 


The pre-publicity on the film has made much of 
the animation technique. Bakshi first filmed the 
script using live actors and black and white film. 
When it was all completed, he began the two-year 
task of actually animating in color each individual 
frame of the film. The result is an incredibly realistic

film of elves and goblins and hobbits and orcs. Es- 
pecially effective are the battle scenes with thou- 
sands of participants hacking and hewing at each 
other. The audience becomes so wrapped up with the 
action that they break out into cheers when Gandalf 
and the “calvary” arrive to save the day. 


For those of you who are waiting to see the film, 
there are some practical steps that should be 
followed.

Rings, you should attempt to become so. The ideal 
solution would be to make use of the time between 
now and when the movie opens to read the first half 
of the Trilogy. The amount of detail that Tolkien- 
used in his writing required Bakshi to take a lot for 


granted among his viewers. Otherwise, the film 
would be 24 hours long instead of the two hours plus. 


If you have read the Trilogy, don’t expect your con- 
cept of what a hobbit or an orc looks like to match 
that of Bakshi’s. It’s in this area that a good deal of 
the displeasure of reviewers takes place. “Frodo 
goon look like a hobbit!” some cry. Keep an open 
mind. 


The characterization may also present a problem 
to some viewers. Bakshi relies on the fact that 
Tolkien was English, and an expert in Anglo-Saxcn, 
literature to present the characters of the story as 
English. The hobbits are very English, Sam himself 
is the epitome of the Cockney. The elves are of a more 
upper-class accent, even Bostonian. Aragorn, the 
leader of the party behind Gandalf, looks almost like 
an American Indian and is basically American in his 
voice mannerisms and actions. Gandalf controls the 
scene whenever he appears with his tall stature and 
imposing visage. 


But the center of attention is Frodo, as the Ring- 
bearer. He comes across as a humble, even timid 
fellow, who accepts the burden that has fallen to him 
with dignity and a quiet courage that always comes 
to the fore when its is most needed. : 


If, as a Tolkien reader, you really grooved on the 
poetry and songs that are prevalent in the Trilogy, 
brace yourself for a disappointment. There is only 
one song in the movie, and that becomes background 
for dialogue. Again, the necessities of time required - 
passing over the imagery that Tolkien used so well 
through his songs and poems. Read the books again 
for those. 


P.S. Don’t buy the soundtrack until after you’ve 
seen the movie. Leonard Rosenman’s score is almost 
impressionistic in the emotional imagery he creates 
as a backdrop for the action of the movie. Listening 
to the Fantasy Record release: after seeing the film 
will recall the feelings you had then. It’s a fabulous 
score and excellent treatment. 


Israelis favors peace talks 


JERUSALEM AP — The majority of the Israeli 
Cabinet was reported Sunday favoring a resumption 
of the stalled Washington peace talks based on the 
U.S. proposed target date of late 1979 for moving 
toward Palestinian autonomy in occupied lands. 

Semi-official Israeli Radio said no formal decision 
was made at the Cabinet meeting but most ministers 
were inclined toward reopening talks. The question of 
linking an Eqyptian-Israeli treaty to Palestinian self- 
rule through some kind of timetable has been the ma- 


jor stumbling block to a settlement. 


President Anwar Sadat of Egypt has announced 
his country’s accpetance of the U.S. target date 
proposal in a letter to President Carter. But the 
Israelis have balked at setting such firm guidelines, 
saying it could lead the Eqyptians to abrogate the en- 
tire treaty if a timetable for Palestinian autonomy is 
not met. 

The U.S. proposal calls for setting the end of 1979 
as a target date for moving toward Palestinian self- 
rule in the West Bank of the Jordan River and the 
Gaza Strip. It also calls for language in the treaty 
preamble affirming the two nations’ commitment to 
eventual Palestinian autonomy. Israel has accepted 
the preamble language but not the target date. 
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as the artificial heart becomes widely used, the costs 
will be enormous.: 

Currently, the artificial heart drive systems are 
provided with backups in case of failure. In some 
cases there is an automatic switchover to a backup 
system. In others, if a primary drive system fails, the 
switchover is made manually. There are numerous 
other details requiring continued attention which 
have made around the clock animal attendants man- 
datory. This situatuion would be undesirable in the 
human case. Another factor which affects the cost of 
an artificial heart is the barrage of tests which must 
be done with the blood. Presently, the calves have 
blood samples taken two to three times weekly. This 
is done to check for infection, proper coagulation and 
to be sure chemicals in the blood are remaining at 
normal levels. Beyond being able to maintain long 
survival, Olsen hopes to develop a system which re- 
quires minimal maintenance and expense after the 
initial pre- and postoperative state. With this in 
mind Dr. Olsen is gathering as much data as possible 
on long-surviving animals and hopes to demonstrate 
that, “long survival is possible with no indwelling 
catheters and minimal attention to the animals.” 

Dr. Olsen claims the future of artificial hearts is 
promising. However, he warns against people believ- 
ing that when they get sick all they need is a new 
heart. ‘People often get the false impression that if 
they get a heart all other health problems will be 
alleviated.” To put a new heart in a person whose 
whole body is very run down would be comparable to, 
“putting a new motor in a 1958 Chevrolet.” For ex- 
ample, if someone had very advanced lung disease 
which is incurable, it would not be adviseable to give 
them a new heart. He sees artificial hearts as being 
used mainly with people who, other than the heart, 
are relatively healthy, productive individuals. Olsen 
said that because there haven’t been many experi- 
ments done with humans yet, it would only be 
speculation as to how long a human could live on any 
of the hearts being developed at the U. He believes 
however that if a calf lives 5 to 7 months on a heart, 
for a human it would be in “‘excess of one year.” 


Dr. Olsen says artificial hearts could be used in 
several ways besides long term use. For example, 
they might be useful for short terms while a person 
who has been approved for a heart transplant is 
waiting for a donor. In Switzerland and in the United 
States partial artificial hearts are already being used. 
When this is done, one half an artificial heart is used 
to “allow the natural heart to rest after surgery and 
repair itself.” Artificial hearts, says Olsen, will 
probably never be as good as a healthy real heart, yet 
may be a major breakthrough in treating sufferers of 
heart desease. 


Iranians fight troops 


TEHRAN, Iran (AP) 
— Imperial troops fired 
into the air and used 
tear gas in battles 
throughout Tehran with 
thousands of anti-shah 
demonstrators Sunday 
night. 


Power went out in 
many areas of the 
capital after the 
shooting started and the 
fighting continued in 
darkness. 


Power plant em- 
ployees had warned they 
would go cut off elec- 
tricity if the shah’s 
troops opened fire on 
protestors. 


There were no im- 
mediate reports of 
casulties. Large groups 
of demonstrators, many 
clad in white shrouds 
signifying their 
willingness to die, 
rallied in as many as 25 
locations in the capital, 
officials reported. 


They said at least 14 
demonstrators have 
been killed in clashes 
since Friday night, but 
opposition sources 
claimed the toll was 
closer to 70. More than 
250 persons have been 
arrested. 


Before the night-time 
demonstrations began, 
sporadic gunfire 
crackled across this ner- 
vous city following a 
night of rioting in which 


troops killed at least five 
protesters and wounded 
20 others. A general 
strike called by Iran’s 
exiled religious leader 
was faltering.

Elan by Firefall 
Reviewed by Randall Edwards 
Firefall’s new album proves that you can be all 
things to all people and almost get away with it. It in- 
corporates jazz, hard rock, country, country-rock, 
jazz-rock, salsa and almost anything else imaginable 
in an eclectic style that defies easy characterization. 


Firefall’s members are talented and diversified, 
coming from such different backgrounds as Mark 
Andes (formerly of Spirit) and Michael Clarke (for- 
merly of the Byrds and The Flying Burrito Brothers). 
David Muse, sax, flute, piano and synthesizer player, 
is the real star of Elan, though. His wind introduc- 
tions to “Strange Way” (the current hit single) and 
“Sweet Ann’’ (a salsified rocker) give those songs 
mysterious melodic texture. He is also featured on 
the album’s best songs, ““Wrong Side of Town” and 
“Anymore,” songs featuring the jazzy style Firefall 
seems to do best. 


In contrast, ““Sweet and Sour’ sounds like Crosby, 
Stills and Nash reincarnate and ‘“‘Count Your Bless- 
ings” carries an Eaglesy feel to it. Elan’s only bona 
fide bad song, though, is “Winds of Change,” a song 
that starts off earnestly enough in a hard rock vein, 
but gets lost about halfway through and ends up 
leaving a bad taste in the ear. For a group as versatile 
as Firefall, this one weak song on an otherwise great 
album is forgiveable. 


If Firefall can keep up the standard of unpreten- 
tious professionalism shown on Elan, there seems to 
be no horizons within their reach that are not ex- 
panding, nor any limit to what they, as a group, will 
be able to achieve. 


You Had To Be There by Jimmy Buffet and 
Bursting Out by Jethro Tull

Yup. Christmas is approaching. You can tell by the 
rash of ‘Greatest Hits’ and “Live” albums popping 
up in the record stores, just like the groundhog

and his melodies crisp and striking. Buffett’s 
language and sense of humor serve to weigh down a 
potentially dynamite performance. I guess you had to 
be there. 


Jethro Tull, on the other turntable, comes across as 
subdued, in their live recording Bursting Out. The 
performance is, admittedly, slow. But it is carefully 
executed. Side One, in fact is a primarily acoustic 
side, and somewhat sets the mood for the entire 
album. 


Ian Anderson, leader of the 10-year-old British out- 
fit, carries a delightful British charm and wit to his 
delivery, obvious on this recording (although Ander- 
son, too, gets a bit risque at times). Anderson IS Tull, 
for all intents and purposes, and his flute abilities 
have for years been innovative in rock. That sound 
remains fresh, even in the older selections on the 
album (including a good-sized chip off the old Thick 


As A Brick). The subtleties on Burstin Out work well 


for Tull. Jimmy Buffett should take notes. 


A Wild And Crazy Guy by Steve Martin

Steve Martin’s new album, A Wild and Crazy Guy, 
is funny, hilariously so. It abounds with new jokes, 
new gags and old material redone. Yet somehow, 
Martin’s latest effort is a disappointment. 


Perhaps.I expect too much from Martin. His guest 
appearances on “The Tonight Show’, “Saturday 
Night Live” and the recent “Steve Martin Special’ 
have demonstrated that most of Martin’s humor is 
visual. Martin just looks funny. His facial expres- 
sions, the arrow-through-the-head, the bunny-ears, 
the rubber fish and the happy feet are all a part of the 
Martin persona that cannot be captured on a record. 
Perhaps I shouldn’t expect the same humor on an 
album, but I figure $5 spent is $5 earned. 


What do we get on the record? Besides reruns of 
the jokes Martin uses on his TV appearances, we get 
one side of Martin fumbling for material (recorded at 
San Fransisco’s Boardinghouse) and another side of 
him screaming at an audience in a gigantic concert 
hall in Colorado. Audience reaction to a comedian is 
the whole purpose of comedy, but A Wild and Crazy 
Guy carries audience reaction a little far. Two full 
minutes of a screaming crowd interrupted only by 
Martin yelling “‘For me?” is not comedy. It may have 
been good in Colorado, but on record, it is a waste of 
time. 


This is not to say that the record is not funny. With 
the exception of a couple of filthy jokes, it is 
hilarious, but it could have done so much better with 
a minimum of effort. If you’re a bona fide Martin 
fanatic (which I am), you probably won’t be able to 
survive without A Wild and Crazy Guy. If you’re not 
hooked on the Martin phenomenon yet, I suggest you 
take a look at Martin on TV before you get it. And if 
you’ve never heard of Steve Martin ... well, EX- 
CUUUUUUSSSSSE-

SHIPMAN, Va. (AP) 
— A Southern Railway 
passenger train jumped 
the tracks on a curve 
and piled into a ravine 
in mountainous south- 
central Virginia early 
Sunday. Authorities 
said six persons were 
killed and at least 60 
were injured, several 
critically. 

A severely injured 
cook was trapped for 11 
hours in the debris of the 
smashed dining car, his 
legs pinned beneath a 
stove. Workers used 
bulldozers to peel back 
the side of the car and 
then lift the heavy stove 
from the cook, Ned 
Haynes of Atlanta. 

Dr. Kenneth Wallen- 
born of Charlottesville, 
who climbed into the 
diner to attend Haynes, 
said he had been pinned 
“from the pelvis down” 
and suffered third- 
degree burns on his 
chest and stomach anda 
broken ankle and leg. 

At the scene, snow 
mixed with rain was fall- 
ing in nearfreezing tem- 
peratures. Blood was 
smeared on windows 
that had been broken 
when passengers es- 
caped. Inside, seats were 
torn from their moorings 
and mattresses lay piled 
in a jumble in the aisles.

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iristmas Around the Wor 
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Cy 
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ushers in Yule holiday season

Those who attended this year’s production of 
“Christmas Around the World”, expecting the same 
fare as in previous years, were not disappointed. 
From the looks of Saturday night’s performance it 
could be assumed that years ago the producers of this 


annual Folk Dancers extravaganza hit upon a for- , 


mula they liked and have stuck to it faithfully ever 
since. 

Whether you last saw the production in 1977 or in 
1973, the show looked strangely familiar, and 
everything was like something that had been done 
before, in a little different order. Not that there 
weren’t a few innovations: the usual set of flocked 
Christmas trees was enhanced by several lighted 
panels of mirrors borrowed from Osmond Studios and 
the background was much larger and grander. Utah 
Scottish Pipe Band was featured in some dances and 
gave a pre-concert show. But generally, all the major 
elements were redone without regard to variety, from 
the excitingly excellent to the dutly unimaginative. 


Some of the better parts repeated were the set, 
lighting and costumes. Although many are seen year 
after year, there is no denying that the colorful folk 
outfits against a pristine forest setting are a feast for 
the eye. ELWC Technical Services repeated its 
typically competent operation of the limited 
Marriott Center stage lighting system. 

Despite program dullness, most of the actual danc- 
ing was well done. Some of the more excellent perfor- 
mances came from the Carolina and Kentucky 
Cloggers, and a Mexican dance group from Salt Lake 
called Ballet Folklorico. An all-male Ukranian dance 
with swords was also praiseworthy. These snappy,

spirited groups captivated the audience with their 
enthusiasm and gave us respite from the boredom of 
a too-long program. 


As in past years, the show was a lengthy one, over 
two hours. Even beautiful costumes cannot compen- 
sate for the weariness of a program that lags between 
numbers, is repetitious, and could have been cut by 
at least one-third. 

The reused idea of a slide show with Christmas 
scenes above the dancers was a good one and made 
the show more visually beautiful. But the slides were 
part of a long, rambling narrative that wandered 
without direction into a tiresome travel log of where 
the Folk Dancers had been this past year. It seemed 
to have been injected more as a public relations effort 
than to entertain. Throughout the program, a pair of 
children near me curiously asked their mother ques- 
tions about the countries where the dances 
originated. How much more educational and in- 
teresting the concert might have been if the slide 
show had been used to explain the origins and 
cultures surrounding what we saw. 


One number which was a surprise departure from 
the expected diet was the opener. Complete with a 
disco-dancing snowman, it was exciting, packed with 
variety, and a spectacle to see. It had everyone sitting 
forward in his seat and seemed to promise a more 
refreshing and different program than ever before. 
But alas, as the show unfolded, we saw little more 
original material. 

For audiences who enjoy the old format, the track 
record of ‘“‘Christmas Around the World” seems to in- 
dicate that they will not be shaken by any sudden 
departures into freshness and creativity next year. 
But it’s possible, judging from audience response af- 
ter the finale, that they don’t want it. Their applause 
was loud and seemed geniune. Even the sleepy-eyed 
gentleman beside me who had dozed through most of 


_the show, applauded and cheered at the end.
